One of thé Most Destructive fires ever 
witnessed inthe Western Country visited 
our city on Saturday.

—if any—less than a thousand a day. 
Ox teams have been arriving for about a 
week. They come in long trains, or sin- 
gly, pouring in from the Platte road, and 
the cutoff, in an almost endless stream. 
Horse avd mule teams are sull comng, 
but strange as 1t may seem, their stock 1s 
not in as good condition as those that ar- 
rived a month since. Grass is reported 
short, and if the drouth continues feed 
must soon be scarce along the roads most 
travelled. 

Recent arrivals by rapid conveyances,

Destructive Firo 


A terrible conflagration swept over the 
Gold Hill mining settlement on the 24th 
inst Fire had for some time been rag- 
ing in the pmeries near, and on the after- 
noon of that day it swept down through 
the mines and destroyed everything before 
i. Of the thirty-five or forty houses 
that composed the village, but three were 
left standing. Every wagon, all the pro- 
visions, clothing, tools, &c., were de- 
stroyed, the inhabitants barely} escaping 
with their lives and the clothes they had 
on at the time. 

Some goods were thrown into the min- 
eral shafts, but the fire reached them 
there, and destrayed every vestige. 

Gold Hill is in the Boulder mining dis- 
trict, ten miles. from Boulder City, and 
about forty-five miles northwest of this 
city.

Mountain Crry, May 27. 

Eprror News —Things are moving 
along very quietly here now. The miners 
are busily engaged 1n taking out the pie- 
cious ore, the mechanics in building, and 
quartz mill men who have lately come 
in, in selecting their locations, and making 
preparations for the erection of their 
mills. 

The emigration is pouring 1n with as- 
tonishing rapidity; they almost form a 
continuous procession from morning ull 
night Who could have believed that 
such a multitude of people could have 
been induced to leave their homes, and 
vander into this far off region for gold, 
The reports that have gone back to the 
States, have ın the main been true, and 
yetitseems to me that they have not 
been sufficient to start such and immense 
rush of people as are now coming in — 
The country is too new, and the mining 
field too limited, as yet discovered, to war- 
rantsuccess to all The question then 
arises what will they all do? I see but 
one thing, and that is to extend. the pros- 
pecting west, and south west. There 3s 
good reason to believe, these mines are 
continuous to the Califc"nia mines, and it 
is the opinion of our inost experienced 
men, they will grow better as ve go to- 
wards California. Therefore if the new 
emigrants have energy enough to push 
out, and explore the new fields that are 
only awaiung the approach of the faithful 
prospector. I verily believe that all will 
in the end do well. 

Some of the emigrants express great 
dissatisfaction with the appearance ofthe 
mines, not hesitating to pronoune every- 
thing that has been said favorable of them 
false A number of gentlemen entertain- 
ing this opinion, thought that. they would 
make a test and demonstrate the truth of 
their belief beyond the possibility of a 
doubt. They had heard or read, proba- 
bly in the News, that the Maryland lead 
had yielded as high as four dollars to the 
pan of dirt, and believing the report en- 
rely untrue, they took this lead for the 
test.

I look upon it as the very spot for buai- 
ness men who wish to build upa trade 
with the mines to direct their attention. 
Heavily laden teams by the Arkansas 
route, can pass through by the Canon City 
road to this point with their foll loads of 
freight. Nearly full loads can also be 
brought in either from Denver or from 
Colorado City, and when here they are 
within a few miles of the center of the 
Gold region, instead of ninety or a hun- 
dred miles away. 

Directly opposite this point 1s the best 
pass from the waters of the Platte to 
those of the Blue, and I firmly beheve 
that here will one day pass the great 
thoroughfare to Salt Lake and the Pacific

- Carcaco, May 16. 


Tremendous excitement and enthusi- 
asm. Ten totwenty thousand strangers 
in town. _Processions with bands of mu- 
sic are parading the streets; marching to 
the wigwam here. The Convention meets 
in thirty minutes. Mr. Marshal of Mary- 
land, will be the temporary Chairman 
Seward, Bates, Wade and Lincoln are 
the leading candidates. The frends of 
the two latter are sanguine and very ac- 
tive.- Mr. Bates has many able and active 
friends, who are confident of his success. 
The Pennsylvania delegation, with a band 
of music, have just called at the Tremont 
House to escort the Missouri delegation 
to-the wigwam. There was tremendous 
cheering in the streets'when the delega- 
tions met. 

Judge Staple, of California, has in his 
hands a letter from John C Fremont, da- 
ted Maraposa, April 12, in which he 
thanks the Judge ‘for the warmth with 
which he is urged to become,a candidate 
before the Convention, and ih that since 
the campaign of 1856 he has been labor- 
ing so exclusively with his private busi- 
ness as to be entirely shut off from the 
political life of the country. 
~ The Republican Nauonal Convention 
assembled to-day at the Wigwam, doors 
open at 1] o'ciock. Long before the 
hour, a larg? concourse of people assem- 
bled around the doors, nombering many 
theusand, more than could gain admit- 
tance. As soon as the doors were opened 
the entire body of the wiguna became 
solidly packed, and the seats in the galle- 
ries were equally asclasely packed. The 
interior of the hall is handsomely decora- 
ted, and not less than ten thousand persons 
were in the building at 12 o'clock. The 
Convention was called to order by Gov. 
Morgan, of New York, who nomi ated 
Hon David Wilmot temporary President, 
which carried unanimously. 

“Mr Wilmot briefly returned thanks for 
the high power conferred upon him. 

Temporary secretaries were elected, 
when Rev. Mr Humphrey, of Ill , deht- 
ered the opening prayer. 

Mr. Judd, of Ill , moved that a Com- 
mittee of one delegate from each State 
and Territory be appointed to report offi- 
cers for permanent organization, which 
was adopted. As each Southern State 
and Territory represented was cailcd. 
loud ceeers were given. Delegates from 
the absent States were then called Al- 
abama, Mississippi~and South Carolina 
being received with hisses. 

The Chicago Board of Trade invited 
the delegates io an excursion on Lake 
Michigan, thi» Pr or, at d o'clock 

Judge Goodrich, of Minnesota, in mov- 
ing an acceptance ef the iuvitatian paid a 
compliment to the people of Chicago in 
the hberality and enterprise displayed in 
erecting aud decorating their fine hall for 
the meeting of the Convention. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


The wigwam was again crowded to 
overflowing. 

Mr. Lowrey, of Pa., reported that the 
Board of Trade had prepared a large 
fleet for the excursion on the lake, and 
would wait till two o'ciock for the Conven- 
tion. He moved that the Convention at- 
tend the excursion at 6 o'clock: Lost, 
amidst applause from the body of the 
hall. 

Mr. Haston, of Ohio from the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization, repor- 
ted the name of Gco Ashman, of Mass., 
as permanent President. 
^ Mr. Ashman took the chair and was 
greeted with immense applause, and 
made a briaf speach. 

A Secretary and Vice President from 
each State represented were then elected 

Mr. Tracy, of Cal., moved thata Com- 
mittee of one from each State and Ter- 
ritory be appointed on Resolutions, and 
that all resolutions be referred to said 
Committee without debate Adopted 

Mr. Rollins, of N. H., moved that each 
delegation report the name of one person 
to constitute a member of the Republican 
National Convention, for the ensuing four 
years. Crrried. 

The Convention then adjourned till 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning.
